“Our district is committed to not going 
into unmanageable debt,” he said 

“Thirty-seven percent of our budget is 
funded by the state when it should be as high 
as 50 percent. Transportation is funded 51 
percent by the state when it should be 85 
percent. 

“We are expecting to lose $100,000 in state 
aid in the upcoming year, and have heard 
rumors of further cuts by summer.” 

Real estate taxes may generate an addi 
tional 3 percent in revenue due to assess- 
ment growth. 

The cost reductions will replace the need 
for employee layoffs or tax increases, board 
officials said. 

“If tax dollars are not increasing, then 
costs have to be reduced to keep up with 
increased costs associated with employees,” 
School Board President Dr. Mark Eavenson 
said. *‘We have been able to make the cuts 
without expecting any layoffs.”’ 

Walmsley said, ‘‘We hope we have planned

Haine fighting fees 


on cities’ lawsuits

Madison County State's Attor- 
ney William Haine is challenging 
a legislative change that would 
have local governments paying 
fees to file lawsuits. 

“It’s taking money from one 
group of taxpayers and giving it 
to another group of taxpayers,” 
Haine said. 

“It's nonsense." 

The Illinois General Assembly 
deleted a passage from a court 
filing fees statute that exempted 
“state or local government (or 
school districts)" from paying 
the filing fees. 

The law, with the deletion 
went into effect Jan. 2, the same 
day as General Assembly legis 
lation that tripled most court fil- 
ing fees. Fees now range from 
$58 to $180 

Haine said that most city or 
township governments file law- 
suits to seek demolition of a der- 
elict building or to enforce other 
city ordinance violations. 

But in both the previous and 
current legislation, law enforce 
ment agencies, which seek crim- 
inal warrants from the court, 
remain exempt 

Haine said he has asked Madi

Kid’s Radio station 
forms fund-raising arm

Kid's Radio station WXJO 
FM (95.5) — which went off the 
uir two weeks ago because of 
financial troubles, may be get- 
ting a second life 

The station's general manager, 
Bob Cox, announced Wednesday 
from. the station’s offices in 
Clayton that a not-for-profit 
organization, the Sandbox Corp., 
has been formed to purchase the 
station. A board of directors of 
civic and business leaders and 
private citiz will be formed to 
oversee operations of the station, 
he said. 

“We hope to return to the air 
as quickly as possible,’’ Cox 
said. ‘I don’t think we'll have 
anything to worry about once 
this gets started.” 

The. not-for-profit status is 
expected to greatly increase cor- 
porate donations to the popular 
children’s station because the 
money would be tax deductible, 
an Official said. 

“People have been reluctant to 
give big dollar amounts because 
they’re not. tax deductible,"’ said 
Susan Hunkins, director of pub- 
lic relations for the station 
“Hopefully, this will change 
things quite ‘a bit.” 

However, a major obstacle 
remains to be hurdled. The sta- 
tion has to raise $650,000 before

increases across the board,” 
Haine said. ‘‘They're way too 
high for the average person.” 
Haine said many of the court 
procedures, such as adoptions 
and legal name changes, do not 
require much judicial action, not 
to mention that court services 
are already paid for by citizens 
through property, sales and 
income taxes, Haine said 
“And then to argue that we 
have to pay a user fee on top of 
that it undermines the court 
system,” Haine said

40 pounds 
of marijuana 
confiscated 


Troy police recorded what 
they called the town's largest 
confiscation of drugs in history 
last week when Jimmy Brian 
Hartline, 28, of the 500 block of 
Mockingbird was charged with 
possession of about 40 pounds of 
marijuana with the intent to dis- 
tribute. 

Hartline, a former Granite 
City resident, was free on bond 
Friday afternoon. ; 

Troy police said they received 
a report Monday that Hartline’s 
apartment door was standing 
open. When an officer went” to 
secure the residence, he noticed 
drugs lying about the apartment, 
Police Chief Robert Noonan said. 

Hartline was arrested the next 
morning, Noonan said. The total 
40 pounds of marijuana has a 
street value of $80,000, he said. 
Police suspect that Hartline was 
being used as a pivot point 
between other dealers and dis- 
tributors. 

Detectives from MEGSI-(Met- 
ropolitan Enforcement Group of 
Southwestern Illinois) have n 
called in to assist Troy police. 

Hartline is originally from 
Granite City and had been leas- 
ing the apartment for about a 
year, Noonan said. 

Along with the drugs, Troy 
police confiscated a 1985 Buick 
and a 1888 Chevrolet truck, both 
belonging to Hartline. 

Noonan said Hartline was first 
arrested Tuesday and charged 
with two counts of possession 
with the intent to distribute. At 
that timie he was also charged 
with one count of unlawful use of 
a weapon after a search Monday 
turned up a sawed-off shotgun, 
along with approximate 20 
pounds of marijuana. A second 
search of his apartment later 
revealed another 20 pounds of 
marijuana, said Noonan.

Taxpayers say no to withholding cut 


Employees are going to their 
payroll offices in large numbers 
to tell President George Bush 
they don’t want less tax with- 
holding. 

A check of Metro East employ- 
ers found a sharp contrast to 
Bush’s State of the Union predic- 
tion that people would prefer 
less withholding and more take- 


home pay with each paycheck.

The new ithholdi: means a 
refund difference of about $172 a 


year for a single person, $345 for

Officials at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, said 
they are receiving new W-4 
forms in bushels.

Sometimes the parties to a dissolution 
of: marriage will enter into settlement 
negotiations before the divorce is fina’ 
ed. What if the husband.and wife have ap- 
parently reached an oral agreement, and 
then one of the parties changes his mind? 
is this agreement binding on the parties? 

illinois law states that If one spouse 
wishes to assert that there was an oral 
property settlement agreement, that 
spouse will have to establish the existence 
of this agreement by clear and convincing 
evidence. The question that frequently 
arises in these cases is whether the hus- 
band and wife intended that the agreement 
be put in writing before it would be con- 
sidered complete. If this is the case, there 
can be no contract between the husband 
and wife until the: ‘@ writing, even if the 
acutal terms of the divorce have been 
agreed upon by the parties. 

In one recent case, the wife filed for 
divorce after-a 16-year marriage. During 
one contested hearing involvi property 
issues, the Court recessed during which 
time the parties discussed settlement of 
their property disputes. The parties ap- 
parently entered into an oral property set- 
tlement agreement, but the agreement was 
never put in writing. = 

Later, the husband asked that a judg-

ment of dissolution be entered with divi 
sion of their property in accordance with 
the terms of the alleged oral property set- 
tlement agreement. The wife admitted that 
the parties had undertaken settlement 
negotiations, but she denied the existence 
of any oral agreement. The trial judge 
refused to enforce the oral property settle- 
ment agreement. The testimony -resumed, 
and the Court entered a judgment of 
dissolution wherein the husband was 
awarded substantially less property then 
he would have received according to the 
terms of the alleged agreement. The hus- 
band took the case on appeal. 


The Appellate Court found that there 
was no valid agreement between the par- 
ties. The Court noted that property settle- 
ment agreements afe customarily put into 
writing. The Court felt the husband and 
wife in this case contemplated that a writ- 
ten agreement would be signed before the 
terms would be binding on the parties. 


The parties to a divorce who enter into 
settlement negotiations should im- 
mediately put any oral agreement in 
writing and have it signed by the husband 
and wife. This will provide added 
assurance that the terms of the agreement 
will ultimately be binding on the parties.

The TIllinois Constitution 
requires that a name be drawn 
out of a hat to select a tie-break- 
ing ninth member of the Legisla- 
tive Redistricting Commission in 
the event the commission is 
unable to agree on a new map. 

The eight-member, bipartisan 
commission consists of political- 
ly connected officials charged 
with designing a new legislative 
map each decade following the 
U.S. Census. The group seeks to 
draw a new map to account for 
population shifts. 

n 1970, members of the state 
Constitutional Convention voted 
for adding such a lottery provi- 
sion into the process, hoping it

would scare the commission into 
approving a map on time with 
minimal bickering 

Convention delegates hoped the 
redistricting commission would 
go to all lengths to avoid a lot- 
tery because a slip drawn from 
a hat could give majority 
remapping control to either par- 
ty. 

For example, if a Democrat 
was plucked from a hat, Demo- 
crats gained control of the com- 
mission and supposedly could 
draw a map to ensure Demo- 
cratic strength in many districts, 
thereby solidifying control of the 
Legislature the next 10 years 

In the end, the lottery proved 
undaunting. It didn’t scare offi- 
cials into compromise. 

The redistricting commission 


deadlocked and triggered a lot- 
tery drawing the last two 
decades. 

In 1980, Democrats wom the 
lottery and allegedly carved a 
state map that cemented their 
hold on both houses of the Gen- 
eral Assembly 

But in 1990, Republicans won 
the lottery and presented a map 
that could end up giving them 
control of at least the Senate 
(where Democrats hold a weak 
31-28 majority) following the 
elections. 

The parties holding the redis- 
tricting commission minority 
appealed to the courts during 
both redistricting years. They 
claimed the final remap pian 
violated voting ts laws that 
called for fair stribution of 
minorities. 


For both appeals, the courts 
basically said the remap plan 
was substantially fair and would 
Stand. 

The inability of the system to 
encourage compromise and the 
inevitability of the process end- 
ing in a lottery caused officials 
to call for new remap rules. 

“The convention's intent was 


to create a tie-breaker that fos- 
tered compromise, but that 
clearly has not been the case.”" 
said Jeff Ladd, a attor~ 
mey and delegate to the state 
Constitutional Convention of 1976.
